Adoption of Seawall! Amendment Will Not 
Mean Great Increase in Taxes of 


Property 





There seems to be an erronious im 
Dreaien among a large namber of tax 
payers ae to the amount of taxes they 
wilh be compelled to pay in the event) 
of building the proposed seawall 
order to diuabuse the minds of these 
people, a carefully prepared statement 
of the taxes 


in the assessment 


paid by property owners 
district has been 
compiled and is submitted for their 
careful consideration. An explanation 
of the cost and amount of taxes requir-| 
ed will probably convince many of the 
fallacy of the arguments advanced by | 
opponents of the bill. | 
Aa will be seen by the annexed table 
of assessments or valautions,a man who 
pays taxa on $500, on at 1-3 of a mill 
levy will pay 17 cents a year for five 
years. A one-mill levy on the same 
valuation will cost the property owner 
50 cents per year. As a large major 
ity of the property owners do not pay 
taxes on a valuation exceding $500, it 
will be seen that the cost will be 
nominal while the 
will more than compensate 
the incease in the value of their pro- 
perty. Another matter to be taken 
into consideration is the fact, that if 
$300,900 is spent in the construction of 
the seawall, every dollar of it will be 
distributed among the laboring classes 
and the owners of smal] homes, What 
Astoria needs, as well as every other 
city, is what is commonly known as the 
“bucket brigade.’’ That is, men 
who perform manual labor and are the 
owners of small homes, In five years 
the owner of a home paying taxes on 
an assessment of $500, will in five 
years on a one-mill levy, all that can 
be levied under the proposed amend- 
ment, pay $2.50 in taxes. If he secures 
one day’s labor on the work, his as- 
sessment will be paid for five years. 
The misleading statement, that the 
hill home owners will have to pay for 
filling up water front lots is refuted 
by the provisions of the bill, as the 
owners of water front lots are in a 
special assessment district, and pay 
for filling the lots, and not the hill 
owners. These facts ought to be suffi- 
cient to convince the most skeptical

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In bis annual report to the president, 
Secretary Straus of the department of 
commerce and Jabor, suggests that the 
federal government should assime con- 
trol of the Columbia river fisheries.

The Lur- 
eau is without power to act further 
than to continue its efforts in ‘artificial 
propagation and these are negatived 
by the indifference of the states. {The 
situation presents “another illustration 
of the necessity for federal contro! of 
interstate waters,” 








The taxpayers of Astoria school dis- 
trict will hold theirZannual meeting on 
the evening of Dacember 1 for the pur- 
Pose of fixing the tax levies on the 
1908 roll. Last year a levy of 12 mills 
was made on a valuation of $2,080,618 
and the sum of $24,967.41 waa raised. 
This year the valuation has been in- 
creased to $3,470,478 so that even if 
80 large an amount of money was re- 
quired the levy need not exceed seven 
mills. However, last year a large 
sum was needed for making extensive 
repairs to certain of the school build- 
ings. This will not be required this 
year so it will permit of a fur- 
ther reduction in the aize of the levy,

The senatorial contest marks the re- 
turn of ex-Governor Black to political 
activity, from which field he bad re- 
tired owing to the demands of his ex- 
tensive law practice. 

Affectionately termed “the young 
Abraham Lincoln” by his fellow 
townsmen in Troy when nominated 
for governor in 1896, Mr. Black tn 
personality and career bas been fre- 
quently described as bearing an in- 
teresting resemblance to the martyred 
wartime president. He worked his 
way from dire poverty to national 
prominence as a lawyer by dogged 
perseverance and self dental, Asked 
where he was born, Mr. Black once re- 
plied, “I was born on sixty acres of 
stones,” referring to a worked out 
farm In Maine where dwelt his father, 
Jacob Black, In the early fifties. By 
working as a farm hand and as school- 
teacher he saved enough money to 
put himself through Dartmouth col- 
lege, where he graduated with high 
honors In 1 

Removing to New York state, Mr. 
Black contributed to the columns of 
the Jamestown Journal and the Troy 
Whig, studying law the while and 
being admitted to the bar in 1879. 
As chairman of the Troy committee 
of one hundred, organized to purify 
the city government, Mr. Black won 
particular prominence. He success- 
fully fought a corrupt political ring 
and secured the conviction \of “Bat'' 
Shea, who murdered Robert Ross, a 
popular young cititzen of Troy, during 
a municipal election.

CITY INDEBTEDNESS 


The attempts made by certain in- 
dividuals to flavnt the city’s and com- 
munity’s indebtedness to the public 
nave been #0 palpably erroneous that 
they would be amusing and utterly un- 
worthy of comment were it not for the 
single fact that the misleading and 
grossly exaggerated statements may 
serve to alarm strangers, who may he 
seeking investments or places to make 
their homes and who may not be aware, 


people are, that the entire tale of 
past, present and imaginary indchted- 
hess was concocted, not in an effurt to 
benefit the city orjits people, but mere- 
ly as a political dodge to hoodwink the 
voters, Take} for instance the asser- 
tion that the city’s indebtedness is 
something over $300,000. According 
to the statement of the auditor issued 
on Sept. 30, the indebtedness, Jess the 
cash on hand and other assets, was 
$167,495.43 and over $46,000 of this 
was incurred by the city loaning its 
eredit to property owners who have 
taken advantage of the installment 
plan in paying their street improve- 
ment assessments. It js true the city 
has $189,050 in outstanding bonds 
but an ¢xamination will show that the 
great bulk of the indebtedness which 
they represent was incurred under 
“party”’ administration, then every- 
thing was run with a loose hand, when 
tax and assessment rolls mysteriously 
disappeared and streets were improved 
around property helonging to certain 
of the “‘elect’’ at public expense. 

Since that time the people have been 

getting something for their money. 

They have a handsome city hall, a new 

fire department headquarters, a well 

equipped fire department, permanently 
_ built streets and sidewalks and still 

the city’s credit in good, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the taxes have been 
kept much Jower than they are in other 
towns of relatively the same size and 
where the expense of maintenance is 
not so expensive as here. 

Again the assertion is made that the 
water department ia in deht $200,000, 
but no mention ix made of the $46,- 
296.96 cash that waa in the sinking 
fund or of the $36,434.44 that was in 
the department's general fund on the 
first day of November. Besides this, 
the department has as an asset one of 
the hert water systems on the const and 
the expense of its maintenance as well 
as of its construction in being paid, 
not by a tax levied upon the holdings of 
the property owners but by rates re- 
ceived frum the water consumers, In 
short, the only way in which the city is 
_ implicated at all in whatever indebted- 
ness the water department may have 
tomes from the fact that it loaned its 
 eredit to a department which is more 
than self-sustaining. 

Mention is alao made that the county 
fa in debt and that the property owners 
In the city .are linble for a portion of 
this, It in true the county does owe 
money, just how muehirfnct known to 
the writer as reports have not been in- 
med since July 1, but probably about

Inter a sore throat. This ‘is because 
the germs, which are always on the 
look out fora place to grow, I have 
found a boy or girl made weak by 
breathing bad air and they cannot 
fight. 

Open the windows, fresh air is our 
very best friend. Fresh air does not 
always mean cold air, for by proper 
ventilation we can have it warmed. 


Before I stop speaking about germs | 
want to talk about one which causes a 
very common disease. This is the 
germ of consumption. Every year this 
germ causes many thousands of people 
to loose their lives. It 1s more power- 
ful than any other germ. Inthe year 
1906 there were 75,512 deaths from 
this disease in the United States, and 
this was 10,000 more deaths than the 
year before, for the same disease. In 
Astoria alone there have been twenty 
deaths in ten months. This germ gets 
into the lungs mostly, and people 
cough and spit a great deal. This mat- 
ter which is coughed up contains thons- 
and of germs; it dries and blows 
around in the air and people breathe

Papering Damp Walls. 

An excellent and comparatively in 
expensive way to paper damp walls fs 
the following: Paint corrugated card- 
board, such as Is sold for packing 
bottles, ete. on both sides with as- 
phalt varnish and fix it when dried 
with five-eighths Inch tin tacks to the 
damp wall so that the smooth surface 
is directed toward the room and the 
corrugations run from ceiling to floor 
against the wall. At the floor level 
one-half Inch should be left uncovered. 
The cardboard should then be covered 
with coarse hessians or other packing 
material, on which a plain covering 
paper and lasily the wall hangings 
may be pasted. The skirting board 
should be removed while tacking on 
the cardboard, which should have 
small holes of an inch in length made 
in the raised corrugations at intervals 
of ten to twelve inches before it is at- 
tached to the wall.—Architects and 
Builders’ Journal.

OREGON LUMBER 
TO INDIAN PORTS 


Freighters Will Carry Seven 
Million Feet Next Month 


About 7,000,000 feet of Oregon fir 
will be taken to Australia and India 
from here next month on freighters 
operated by the Frank Waterhouse 
Company. In addition to having the 
Gymeric load bere in January, the 
company has just completed arrange- 
ments for the British steamships Cen- 
tury and Bovarie to carry part cargoes 
from the Willamette mills to the anti- 
podes. Inthe lumber line it is the 
biggest business which has been closed 
for several months. 

The Century is seheduled to arrive 
about Christmas. It will be hre first 
visit to this port. She is one of the 
regular mai! steamers operated by the 
company between San Francisco and 
Australian ports. On their return to 
this coast the steamers of the line us- 
vally go to Puget Sound, where they 
piek up any freight which may be 
offered for the outward voyage; Then 
they proceed to the Bay City. It is 
announced that the Century will take 
out $1,500,000, feet of lumber. 

Within a week or ten days after her 
arrival the Boveric is expected to put. 
in an appearance. She will take on 
2,000,000 feet here and then proceed 
to San Francisco, from which port she 
will clear for Sydney. Toward the 
middle of the month the Gymerie will 
arrive to load fir for transportation {to 
Singapore and other ports in the Far 
East. She will take ona full eargo, 
which will measure something like 3,- 
600,000 feet, of which 1,200,000 feet 
will he delivered to importers in the 
Indian port. At Jeast two of the 
steamers, and possibly the three, will 
be (in the ,harbor at the same time. 
As each is of about 8000 tons capacity, 
they will add very materially to the 
commercial aspect of the port during 
their stay.

‘The financial standing of the 
at the present time is excellent, 
the financial management of 
tion's interests« by the government 
during the last seven years haw shown 
the most satisfactory results, Rut our 
currency system it 
ia earnestly to be hoped that the Cur 
rency Commission will be 
pose a thoroughlyZgeod system which 
will do away with the existing defects. 

In short during the seven years and 
three months there has been a 
surplus of nearly one hundred millions 
of receipts over expenditures, a reduc- 
thon of the interest-bearing debt by 
ninety millions, in spite of the extra- 
ordinary expense of the Panama Canal, 
and a saving of nearly nine millions on 
the annual interest charge. This is 
an exceedingly satisfactory showing, 
especially in view of the fact that dur- 
ing this period the nation has 
hesitated to undertake any expenditure 
that it regarded as necessary. There 
have been no new taxes and no 
crease of taxes; on the contrary some 
taxes have been taken off, there has 
been a reduction of taxation. 

As regards the great corporations 
engaged in interstate business, and 
especially the railroads, I can only re- 
peat what I have already again and 
again said in my message to the con- 
gress. I believe that under the in- 
terstate clause of the constitution the 
United States has complete and para- 
momunt right to control all agencies of 
interstate commerce, and I believe 
that the national government alone can 
exercise this right with wisdom and 
effectiveness so as both to secure jus- 
tice from, and to do justice to, the 
great corporations which are the most 
important factors in modern business. 

LABOR 

There are many matters affecting 
labor and the status of the wageworker 
to whieh I should like to draw your 
attention, but an exhnustive discus- 
sion of the problem in all its aspects 
is not now necessary and of govern- 
ment the solution of the problem de- 
pends upon the action of the states as 
much as upon the action of the nation.

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HB question of the whereabouts 
of the two arctic explorers 
Professor 8. A. Andree and 
Dr. Frederic A. Cook is one

The fate of Andree 
bas been In doubt for over ten years, 
Dr. Cook started on a dash for the 
pole only last March, but he expected

among his friends. The world bad be- 
gun to forget about Andree and to 
take {t for granted that his arctic trip 
in a balloon, begun on July 11, 1897, 
had ended disastrously, like so many 
other polar enterprises. The finding of 
@ supposed grave of Andree recently 
by Captain Chalker of the American 
schooner Pelops seemed at first to con- 
firm this belief, but the evidence that 
the grave is that of Andree is not con- 
elusive. 

Andree set sail In his balloon with 
two companions, and. no traces of the 
latter were found in the vicinity of the 
grave discovered by Captain Chalkers. 
Over this grave was a cross, and be 
deciphered the name Andree from the 
lettering on it, but whether it marked 
the grave of the famous Swedish ex- 
plorer or that of some fisherman who 
had died on that deserted coast and 
been buried there he could not say. 
After Andree and bis two companions 
sailed in their balloon from Dane's 
island, Spitzbergen, in July, 1897, mes- 
sages were received from them at In- 
tervals for three months, and then en- 
sued an absence of all news until Sep- 
tember, 1899, when a buoy attached to 


an anchor and marked “Andree Polar |

buoy Andree had expected to drop 
when passing the pole. A year later 
the last message from him was re- 
ceived. This was a note found In a 
bottled numbered “143.” In spite of all 
the searches that have been made for 
him since that time, nothing positive 
has been revealed as to his fate. 

Dr, Cook left the haunts of civilized 
man on March 3, 1908, and disappear- 
ed in a northwesterly direction over 
Eliesmereland. At Anvatok, bis baso 
of supplies, twenty miles north of 
Btah, the northernmost settlement on 
the weat coast of Greenland, he left 
his only American compaolon, Ran 
dolph Franke Two weeks later 
Franke got a letter from Cook to

s Great as the advance in fireproof 
construction has been during the Jast 
ten years there has been no let-up in 
the use of lumber, according toa bul- 
letin which has just been prepared by 
the forest service. Both architects 
and builders find themselves so depend- 
ent on wood today that they are com- 
pelled to admit that the forests of the 
country are likely to be the chief source 
of building material for many years to 
come. “‘The use of cement, terra cotta, 
brick and stone, with a framework of 
street, will make if possible soon to do 
away with wood entirely,’’ is a remark 
often heard, but it does not seem to 
be borne out by the facts.

Order Benefits Them 


If the secretary of the interior fol- 
lows out his recently announced policy, 
the timber business of the country will 
he driven inte the hands of the serip 
pers, and poor men will be unable to 
take upa timber claim, according to 
authorities in Oregon. Secretary 
Garfield has announced that after De- 
cember 1 the priee of timber land shall 
be subject to appraisement. Hereto- 
fore the price of timber land has been 
$2.50 an acre. Under the ruling of 
Secretary Garfield there is no telling 
what the price may be—it may 
appraised at $10 or even $20 an acre, 
which would be a prohibitive price 
to the average man. 

Secretary Garfield has made hig 
ruling by a new interpretation of the 
act of June 3. 1878, known as the tim- 
her and stone law. The secretary says 
that the law specified $2.50 as the 
minimom to be paid an acre. He 
now makes sales of timber land sub- 
ject to appraisement.

There are many 
things that are wanted and which ean 
be secured if the people act together. 
The coming spring promises to be an 
important one in a business sense for 
the whole northwest and especially 
for the Columbia river district. — Lo- 
cally we are certain to have construc- 
tion work on the new hotel commenced 
and the building of the Hariiman 
railroad will also be begun from 
Astoria toward Nehalem valley. There 
is very reason to believe that early in 
the coming year arrangements will 
have been perfected for the construc- 
tion of an electric road to Seaside, the 
rights-of-way for which are now being 
obtained. These developments are 
certain to bring others and judging 
from present indications the year of 
1909 should beZamong the most pros- 
perous in the fhistory of the city and 
county. 





LAGEST BUSINESS 

The largest business in which the 
government of the United States is in- 
terested is the postal service. It is so 
big that very few of us stop to real- 
ize how great it is. We are ordinarily 
content, to borrow a {two-cent stamp 
from some one of our friends and then 
carry the Jetter about in a pocket while 
we complain of the government’s fail- 
ure to deliver it. 

Yet, when we are shown, according 
to the report of the second assistant 
postmaster-general, that the service, 
during the Jast fiseal year handled 21,- 
650,849,745 pieces of mail matter we 
can see that itis not altogether the 
fault of the government if it neglects 
to stop us on the street and remind us 
to drop our letters into the mail box. 

The postal service does help out a 
great deal in this respect because, ac- 
cording to the same report out of 36,- 
566,361 pieces of mail which had to be 
laid aside by the regular clerks on ac- 
count of illegible addresses almost half 
of them were finaliy deciphered and de- 
livered either to the senders or those 
who it was intended should receive 
them. 

For the transportation of mail matter 
over railways steamship Jines and by 
atage or other moans, the department 
expended daring the last fiscal year the 
@normour sum of $81,157,720, which 
fg more than the ordinary citizen who 
Ures a postal ecard in order to save 
money on his correspondence is able to 
afford to pay out. 

One of the principal reasons for this 
@normous cost in the transportation 
division of the service, in spite of 
many reforms and economies which are 
being practiced, lies in the fact that 
there is still a great bulk af ‘dead 
head’ matter in the mail sacks.

But few people living in Clatsop

As was announced in advance, the 
sub-committee of the Washington state 
fisheries commission at its recent meet- 
ing in Portland adopted a resolution 
recommending that the orly law the 
legislature should pass for the protec- 
jon{of the salmon industry should be one 
providing a spring closed season ex- 
tending from March 1 to May 1, in- 
atead of from March 15 to April 15; 
that fishing be made unlawful Sundays 
from May 1 to August 20, and that 
the summer closed season be from Aug- 
ust 20 te September 10. The resolu- 
tion as adopted was prepared by éne of 
the upper river wheelmen, s0 nothing 
could naturally be expected that would 
_ protect the fish from destruction or that 
would be of benefit to the fishermen. 
An effort is to be made, it is under- 
stood, to enact a similar Jaw in Oregon 
and to annual the initiative measure 
adopted by the people at the last June 
election to prohibit. fishing above tide- 
water as is done in every other salmon 
stream on the Pacific coast.

The annual meeting of the taxpayers 
of Astoria school district was held at 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms Just 
evening and was attended by two tax- 
payers aside from members of the 
board of directors and officera of the 
district. After reading the reports of 
the board, which have already been 
published, a motion was passed fixing 
the levy for general school purposes at 
54 mills, which with the 14 mills 
levied by the board yesterday to take 
up improvement warrants, makes a 
total of seven mills, a reduction of five 
mills from Jast year's levy. Last year 
the board was able to reduce the net in- 
debtedness of the district by $3000 and 
it expects to pay off $4000 of the out- 
atanding improvement warrants during 
the coming year, 

The Regulator line steamer Dalles 
City, Captain Seammon, sunk near 
Carson, at 2 0’clock yesterday after- 
noon.

chaser the sum paid therefor, with \the 
addition of interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent per annum. Mr. Gittings is also 
contemplating the purchase of the 
Northern Pacific’ timber lands which 
are delinquent.

cerns already owning more than a mill 
jon acres of timbered lands in Min- 
nesota, Idaho, Wisconsin, Oregon and 
California. 

Under the present tariff protection, 

however, Mr. Walker declares he al- 
ways has refused to become a party to 
any merger. But;the possibility of a 
lowering of the duty on lumber makes 
him feel the necessity for a general 
combination to which the government 
shall be at least an interested spectator, 
if not a real partner, 
«Mr. Walker says his aim is to avoid 
the necessity of cutting down the for- 
ests he holds and that are held by 
other persons in this country. But if 
the tariff walls are to be lowered there 
must be some check put on cutting in 
Canada and Mexico, That check is 
best guaranteed by acquiring the Cana- 
dian and Mexican forests. Then the 
tariff walls can be thrown down and 
the American forests owned by the 
bulk of the present owners, acting in 
an associated capacity, will be masters 
of the situation. 

Mr. Walker's affair with the govern- 
ment just now is to find some way for 
lowering the taxation levied by local 
governments on forest left standing. 
That taxation, he said, forced him 
against his will to strip absolutely all 
his lands in Wisconsin in order to 
avoid having his property eaten up by 
taxes. To prevent the deforestation of 
the Jand, he says, itis necessary to 
have a supply of timber that would 
last through 80 years before beginning 
to evt it. In that way, with intelligent 
reforestation, the cutting vould con- 
tinue in a wide circle and find the he- 
ginning heavily reforested when the 
circuit is completed. 

Such a system requires absolutely 
that the timber be under one manage- 
ment. This solidarity of amangement, 
according to Mr. Walker's tentative 
plan, would be achiveed by taking on 
timbered lands held in smaller tracts 
and paying for them with bonds, com- 
mon or preferred stock, and letting the 
profits go to dividends and interests. 

Already, he said, his holdings, par- 
ticularly on the Pacifi¢ coast, are Jarge 
enough for him to begin this 80 year 
system with three Jarge mills at a 
time, and if it were not for local taxa- 
tion on standing timber he would be 
able to run his mills at a profit that 
would make a fair return on the whole 
estate of something like a third of a 
million acres,

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COURSES IN AGRICULTURE. 
Winter courses in ag-iculture have 
become aa important factor in the ag- 
ricultural development of the nation. 
The attendance at these courses at 
the various agricultural colleges of the 
country probably exceeds in number 
those students taking regular courses 
of instruction, and they are undoubtedly 
doing more for the immediate develop- 
ment of agriculture than the regular 
long courses. The farmers taking these 
courses haye reached mature years; 
they own their own farms, most of 
them and they are able to put into 
practice at once any new idea that 
they may get at the college. 

Agricutlural methods and practices 
are rapidly changing as a result of the 
great amount of hard, earnest work 

. that is being done at the experiment 
stations of the country. A , little dis- 
covery is sometimes worth millions of 
dollars, and the prosperous farmer is’ 
the first to put in practice new and 
‘better methods, 

Alfalfa as added millions of dollars 





try in the pret few years, and this has 
been brought about largely by agri- 
cultural college men who investigated 
and proclaimed its possibilities. 

A discovery of an agricultural col- 
lege man made it possible to diseovery 
the robber eow Afid to pot dairying cn 
a profitable basis. _ Improvement in 
seeds by selection or breeding. has 
added immensely to the value of the 
field crops of the United States. A day 
at the winter course will show how it 
is done. 

Today we would be without fruit in 
this country but for the discoveries 

‘that have been made as 4 result of long 
and expensive workeat tie agricultur- 
al colleges and experiment’ stations. 
Instead of being helpless against the 
ravages of insect pests the farmer is 
master of the situation, and we con- 
tinue to eat fruit. But for our better 
knowledge of animal diseaser and their 
prevention, we would be unable to pro- 
duce animal products at a profit. 

The improvements that have been 
made in methods of soil treatment and 
animal breeding and feeding with a 
view to increased crop and animal pro- 
duetion, have been revolutionary. 

About a hundred million {dollars has 

added to the wealth of the nation 
annually through work at the experi- 
ment stations in developing the sugar 
beet industry.

The total pack of salmon in British 
Columbia for the season of 1908 
amounted to 542,689 cases,according to 
returns which have just when comple- 
ted. ‘his is 76,795 cases in excess of 
the total pack for the year 1904, the 
period corresponding in the four-year 
cycle with the reason just closed, The 
increase in favor of the pack of 1908 
is placed to the credit of greater pro- 
pagation in the year 1904, Of the pack 
of 1908, the output of sockeye salmon 
amounted to 856,023 cases, and the 
remainder of the pack consisted of red 
and white springs, chums, pinks and 
cohoes. Last season the Skevna river 
led all the salmon streams in the mat- 
terof sockeye pack, putting up no less 
than 139,846 eases. ‘The next best 
sockeye distriet was Rivers inlet, 
with 64,652 cases. The Fraser river 
sockeye fisheries all Jast season did 
not turn out more than 63,126 cases. 
Outlying districts supplied 59,815 
eases of sockeye and the Naas 27,584 
eases, 


The fall fishing season on the various 
streams along the Oregon coast was a 
comparatively poor prie, as was the 
respit at practically every other point 
on the Pacific coast, There were ten 
eanneries and one cold storage plaat 
operated on the Oregon coast streams 
this fall, The output of pickied fish 
was very small being only about 50 
tierces, while the eannery pack was 
72,493 cases or over 32,000 cases short 
of last year's pack, which was 104,600 
cases, The Alsea cannery was not 
operated this season, as it burned 
down early in the fall. Trouble with 
fishermen at various points oyer the 
price for raw fish and the lack of rain 
during the firet part of the 
prevented the salmon from coming in, 
80 that at certain points, fishing was 
not commenced until well into Octob- 
er. The only cold storage plant 
| ning waa the one owned by Kyle & Son 
at Siueslaw and its pack was about 50 
tierces.

FIFTEEN YEARS SAN FRANCISCO A NIGHT 


IN ARCTIC 


Bishop Bevel Suffered Many 
Great Privations 


New Westminister, B.C., Deo. 21 
Bishop Breyat, of Fort Resolution, 
on the Great Slave Inke, has just re- 
turned to civilization after spending fif 
teen years in his wide and dreary dio- 
eeee, which le larger than the whole of 
Burepean Russia and vaguely detined 
aa stretching from the Great Slave 
lake to the Artic ocean, including the 
immense area of the Yukon district. 

Although but 40 years of age, Bishop 
Breynat looks 
wearing a long flowing brown bearnd 
and fine gray hair. Althou still physic- 
ally almost perfect, the bishop bears on 
his face trace of the keen suffering 
whieh he enduredfyears ago in the 
northern land, when he was often 
foreed to spend the night in the open 
with the mereury far below zero. 
Shortly after his arrival at Fond du 
Lae, fifteen years ago, he had all his 
toes badly frozen and was compelled to 
amputate the members witha jack- 
For three years he lived en- 
tirely on white fish and pemmican, 
with a little game on rare occasions. 

Bishop Breynat was born in Valance, 

Belgium entered the priesthood and 
joined the Oblates of Mary Immaculate. 
In early life he volunteered for service 
in the Canadian Northwest, having 
determined to devote his life to the up- 
lifting of the Indian race. In 1902 he 
was raised to the dignity of vicar 
apostolic of the MacKenize‘and Yukon 
districts, titular bishop of Adramyte 
and suffragan to the bishop ef Victoria. 
He was consecrated at St. Albert in 
1902. In his vaguely defined ecclesias- 
ticaP province are some well built 
churches, particularly at Fort Resolu- 
tion and Fort Good Hope, the latter 
point being 1,000 miles north of Ed- 
monton. He has under his direction 
between twenty-five and thirty mis- 
sionaries, stationed hundreds of miles 
apart. 
* One fof his priests, Father et 
ie passed 37 years of his life at Fort 
Rae, a small post on the north arm of 
the Great Slave lake, up in the barren 
lands, His flock consists of from eight 
to twenty-one Indians,

Weather Compels Steamer to) 
Abeadon Tow 


San Francisco, Deo, 21—The steam | 
schooner Olaon & Mahony reached port 
Saturday night minos her tow, the 
schooner Andy Mahony. She reported 
having abandoned the Andy five days 
ago off Cape Flattery during beavy 
weather, 

The Andy loaded at‘Tacoma in un- 
usaully fast time, She war towed by a 
tug to Eagle harbor and there picked 
up by the Olson & Mahoney, It had 
been planned that she should this voy- 
age tow the entire distance to San 
Franciseo, as an experiment, Stormy 
weather prevented carrying out this ar- 
rangement and she has had to make 
the run under her own canvass. 

The steam schooner Chehalis put in 
today also minus her two, The Che- 
halis picked the schooner Ruby up at 
Coquille river and towed her down, Off 
Port Orlord the hawser parted and 
the Chehalis had to leave the drogher. 
Later the Ruby was pickedj up by a 
tug.

OF TORTURE 


It Brought a Fortune to Its Half 
Strangled Victim 


Late tn the Ofties of the last cep 
tary George W. King was the pro- 
prictor of @ hotel in Oxford, twenty- 
six miles from Lafayette, Ind. In 
1860 a stranger arrived at the hotel 
and gave bis name as Dr, Rowe. He 
told King that he had no money and 
asked to be trusted for his board tll 
be could get practice In the place, 
promising to pay him as promptly as 
possible, King consented to the ar 
rangement, and Rowe soon became & 
favorite with the people on account of 
bis companionable disposition and su- 
perlor intelligence, The doctor, how- 
ever, fell deeper and deeper tn debt 
He had been at the hotel for nearly a 
year when King reminded him one 
morning that he had not paid any- 
thing on his board bill for three 
months, The conversation, it after- 
ward appeared, was overheard by 
some one in the hotel, though noth- 
ing was thought of It at the time. 

A week after the conversation Rowe 
was called out late at night to see a 
patient and falled to return Days 
passed without any word from him, 
and bis disappearance soon was con- 
nected with the conversation that had 
passed between him and the landlord 
about the unpald board. One night 
three months later a party of disguised 
men entered the hotel and, overpow- 
ering King, took him to a woodland 
adjoining the town. 

He recognized the volees of several 
of his captors and especially of the 
leader, who told him that he was sus 
pected of murdering Rowe and de- 
manded that he confess. King stoutly 
maintained his innocence, and the 
leader of the mob ordered his com 
pantons “to string him up.” A rope 
waa placed around his neck, a dozen 
men pulled down a stout mb, over 
which the other end of the rope was 
thrown, and when the limb was re- 
leased It carried King off his feet and 
left him banging by the neck. He 
was nearly unconsclous when let down 
and again ordered to confess, 

After much delay he was restored 
sufficiently to understand what was 
said to him, and he again refused, de- 
elaring his Innocence and saying he 
did not know what had become of 
Rowe, A second time he was strung 
up and a second time let down, but 
life was nearly extinct, and he was 
much longer In being restored than be- 
fore. 

The luckless landlord knew he could 
not pass through another such ordeal 
and live, so he consented to confess, 
He purposely lengthened the confes- 
sion In order to gain time and sald 
that he and two men, named’ Rogers 
and Haggard, had polsoned some whis 
ky and induced Rowe to drink !t, and 
after his death they had buried bim 
in a hollow some distance away. It 
was nearly daylight when the confes- 
sion was made, and the lynchers de- 
termined to take King to jail in Lafa- 
yette and then arrest Rogers and Hag- 
gard. 

Before the jail was reached day had 
dawned, and King recognized his cap- 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warren 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all of 
whom were known to him. Confident 
of his guilt, the men made no attempt 
to.conceal their {dentity. So great 
was the excitement and so Intense the 
feeling against King that he waived 
examination and went to fail, hoping 
that something would turn up to es- 
tablish his innocence. 

From the jail at Lafayette King ad- 
dressed letters to editors of papers in 
Cincinnati, Chiengo, St. Louis, Louly- 
ville and other cities, setting out the 
circumstances of his confinement and 
asking them to keep his letter In the 
papers in hopes that it might fall on- 
der Rowe's notice. The appeal was a

PUZZLING GASE 
OF TRAIN ROBBERY 


Too Many Have Already 
Been Identified 





Portland, Dee. 22—The sheriff's 
office, railroad detectives and Jocal 
police are confronted with a curious 
array of contradictions in the matter 
of the identification of the men alleged 
to be implicated in the robbery of the 
Portland-Chieago special of the O. R, 
& N., near this city Thursday night. 
Yesterday afternoon the engineer and 
fireman of the train positively identifi- 
ed Oscar Johnson and Harry Benson as 
being two of the three men who rob- 
bed the train. Last night William 
Burke, who was arrested as a suspect 
in the robbery of the train, confessed 
his part in the crime implicating one 
Jack Hayes, an alleged ex-convict of 
Folsom prison California who was ar- 
rested Sunday. Burke did not know of 
Hayes arrest and when the latter was 
placed where Burke could see him he 
positively identified him as ene of his 
confederates in the train robbery. 
Burke named another man for whom 
the police are searching for as the 
third man in the ropbery. The sheriffs 
office arrested Burke upon what ap- 
pears to be conclusive evidence but the 
police department, which arrested 
Johnson and Benson, are emphatic that 
the sheriff has the wrong men and that 
Benson and Johnson are two of the 
train robbers, They were arrested for 
holding up a saloon and connected with 
the train robbery later. However the 
O. R. & N. train crew will not reeon- 
cile their positive identification of Ben- 
son und Johnson with, Burkes confes- 
sion that he with Hayes and another 
man committed train robbery which is 
puzzling.

W. Johnston, Rautio & Hagman and 
John Steffenson. A petition asking 
that the grade at Irving avenue and 
Seventh street be changed was referred 
to the street committes and surveyor, 
the latter being instructed to set grade 
stakes, A petition for an electric light 
at the corner of Fifth and Grand was 
referred to the street committee. A 
petition from the Hinman Tract Land 
Company asking that First street thru 
its property be shifted 40 feet west 
was referred to the sireet committee 
and city attorney. A remonstrance 
against the proposed improvement of 
Grand avenue, bewteen Thirty-seventh 
and Thirty-eighth streets was referred 
to the street committee. A communi- 

.¢ation from the park commission with 
a resolution fixing the park levy at 
three-tenths of a mill was adopted. A 
communication from Joseph Bernard 
asking for a credit of $12.28 on assess- 
ment for improvement of Ninth street 
was allowed, A communication from 
Fred Karinen protesting against the 
seating of F. J. Carney as councilman 
from the First ward and asking for a 
recount of the ballots was read and 
Jaid over until the meeting on January 
4. 

On the recommendation of the ways 
and means committee the request of D. 
H. Welch for cancellation of 1886 taxs 
was granted so far as the Welch pro- 
perty is concerned. The committee re- 
commended that the tenaer of $160 
made by Wm. Bell in full of assessment 
on his property for improvement of 
Franklin avenue and Thirty-sixth 
street be filed. Logan said the commit- 
tee felt that Bell is entitled to some 
relief on the Franklin avenue assess- 
ment but until he changed the form of 
his communication the committee could 
not report upon it properly. The same 
committee recommended that the re- 
quest of the Oregon Coast Railway

The street committee recommended

The total amount of revenue to be 
raised for state purposes for 1909 will! 
be approximately $1,675,000 , of which 
about $400,000 will be derived from 
indirect sourees, leaving $1,275,000 to 
be apportioned among the several 
counties, This amount is $125,000 
greater than the levy last year and 
$250,000 greater than the levy two 
years ago. The increase this year is 
due in part to the holding up of the 
University of,Oregon apprporiation bill 
last year, by reason of which the levy 
for 1908 was at the rate of $47,500 per 
year, as provided by Jaws then in ex- 
istence. Since the appropriation bill 
has gone into effect, carrying an ap- 
propriation dating back to January 1, 
1907, it will be necessary, in making 
the 1909 levy to include a University 
ot Oregon deficit of about $155,000, 
The 1909 levy will include $100,000 for 
the purchase of the Oregon City locks. 
Should the Legislature repeal the locks 
appropriation bill, this $100,000 will 
he in the treasury subject to appropri- 
ation for other purposes. One install- 
ment of $100,000 has already been 
levied. Clatsop county's portion of this 
sum required by the state will be $27,- 
030 and a levy sufficient to raise that 
amount will have to be made by the 
county court.

“Mr. Whyte:—‘He had 34 acres of 
land and his cattle were all kept there, 
On this 34 acres he had exactly 26 
head of stock—there were the cows, 5 
head of heifers, two horses and 4 bull, 
making about one and one-quarter acrea 
for each animal.’ 

One farmer has habitually maintain- 
ed 34 head of cattle and five head of 
horses on eight acres of meadow land 
and 50 acres of grazing Jand. 

On one strip of soil 35x85 feet 4,338 
pounds of cabbage were raised in one 
season. 

On a meadow of not over eizht acres 
and 35 acres of grazing land sufficient 
hay was raised to maintain 22 head of 
stock, while several tons were market- 
ed. 

A tideland meadow will yield four 
to five tons of hay per acre in one 
crop. 





One farmer with seven acres, one- 
half under cultivation, supported a 
family of four and cleared $500 in cash 
in one year besides. He had two cows 
and about 150 hens. His cultivated 
land was planted in fruit and vegeta-

But a few years ago the chief engi- 
neer of the Vanderbilt system,in a pub- 
|lished pamphlet, stated that Astoria 
was one of the best five harbors in the 
United States, the finest fresh 
water harbor on the globe. It is unfair 
to Oregon to deery this fact and to pro- 
mulgate the reverse of it. Another 
reason you gave is that “‘ships and 
railroads will always meet as far in- 
| land as possible.’’ 

‘The fact is that no ‘‘skipper”’ desires 
from choice to ascend the Columbia 
river with his ship, but rather that, 
while the ships meet the failroad at 
Astoria, the railroad refuses to meet 
the ships there, and he is compelled to 
come to Portland for his cargo. 

What does this signify? Simply this: 

The railroads haul wheat from the 
inland empire to Tacoma, in miles as 
far or farther ‘than to Astoria at a 
given rate. In doing ro they haul it 
up a mountain grade of about 3,900 
feet and down again, about seven cara 
to the engine, but refuse to haul it for 
the same rate to Astoria, the same or 
the shorter distance in miles, water 
level grade and 20 to 60 cars to the en- 
gine—physical conditions in favor of 
Astoria—which would enable a compet- 
ing line to haul to Astoria at a rate 
that would absolutely put the mountain 
route out of business, In other words, 
railroads insist upon recejy ing for the 
shorter, water level haul to Portland 
the same rate as for the longer mountain 
grade haul to Tacoma, an injustica to 
both Portland and Astoria, in which 
they are nided and abetted by Portland 
| organizations and press, 

Injustice is rather too tender a word 
to define this condition of affairs, but I 
refrain from a stronger one for the 
sake of good form, and the feelings of 
Mr. Harriman’s stockholders, who are 
the only ones not defrauded hy the

They may be bent, crushed, 
packed into small compass, and when | 
they are wanted again it is only neces- | 
sary to straighten the branches out 
into the original shape. 

When the inventor was a girl, fifty- 
five or sixty years ago, in Munich, she / 
went to one of those schools where | 
German girls are taught to do, as her | 
daughter says, “everything mit the | 
hands.” It was having to make / 
wreaths out of beads that suggested | 
to her the notion of making bead 
Christmas trees. She set to work and | 
fashioned innumerable tiny loops of 
greon beads, each at the end of a long, | 
slender wire. She bound the loops to- 
gether in threes, making trefolls, and 
the trefolls Into branches and the 
branches Into a tapering trunk, the | 
trunk being formed of nothing at all 
but the Individual wires massed to- 
gether. Then she trimmed the tree 
with candles and those tiny waxen fig 
ures which the Germans are adepts at 
making and fixed it In a pot of sand 
and melted wax.

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It is understood that at the next ses- 
sion of the county court, representa- 
tives of the Oregon Coast Railway 
Company will apply for permission to 
use the draws of the county bridges in 
building its proposed electrie line 
across Young’s and Lewia and Clark 
rivers, As near as can be learned, the 
members of the court are favorabe to 
assisting the enterprise in every way 
possible and little trouble is anticipa- 
ted inan amicable agreement being 
reached. The members of the court 
realize that the building of the propos- 
ed road will not only be of great ad- 
vantage to the city but by encourag- 
ing improvements in the aistriet which 
the line will traverse, will result in 
the addition within a few years of a con 
siderable amount to the assessment roll. 


A glance at the statement published 
in Wednesday's Budget will show that 
the county court has done everything 
in itspower during thefpast year tolas- 
sist jn road bujlding in districts, where 
the people have shown a disposition to 
do something for themselves in the 
way of raising money, either by sub- 
scription or by special tax. It is un- 
derstood the policy of the court during 
the coming year will be to make no ap- 
propriation for road building or repairs 
in districts which have done nothing to- 
ward raising money among themselves. 


! A SUGGESTION 

Every city has its problems, no less 
Astoria. Portland has its annua) high 
waters to combat, Seattle the destruc- 
tive toreado along its waterfront and 
Astoria its rolling hills that make it so 
difficult to construct streets in the 
residence portion of the city. The sug- 
gestion is offered that some thought 
be given to the replating of the city in 
the near future to avoid a reoecurance 
of the Irving avenue slide and prevent 
the tremendous expense necessary in 
cutting thru hills and filling ravines 
in order, to (secure public thorofares. 
There is a plan that can be adopted to 
avoid all this and at the same time se- 
cure excellent streets and beautify the 
city, 

Instead of running our streets di- 
rectly east and west as is now the cus- 
tom, the idea ix to follow the natural 
contour of the Jand and thus avoid the 
cuts and fills necessary to make the im- 
provement. This would give the rame 
result in opening new resident districts, 
cost much less in construction and by 
following the natural lines of the earth 
a pleasing effect would be obtained and 
every street would be permanent. 

The further suggestions also made 
that the people could well afford to va- 
cate every odd numbered street upon 
the crest of the hill and make the 
blocks 600 feet long inatend of 200 feet, 
as at present. The numerous streets 
that the people of Astoria are called 
upon to improve is an unnecessary 
borden upon property holders and with

Bryan’s bank guarantee scheme, 
answered with the declaration that the 
South Dakota plan is new and distinct 
from that put forth by the democratic 
candidate for president. 

Governor Crawford, Governor-elect 
Vessey and other republican leaders of 
the state are being consulted in the 
preparation, now going on, of a bill 
whieh will give every state bank in 
South Dakota an opportunity to insure 
its deposits with the state. 

Bryan’s plan, like that of Oklahoma 
proposes to compel all banks to qualify 
for government guaranty of the de- 
posits. The South Dakota law will 
create a department of bank insurance 
probably attached to the office of the 
state examiner. It will be announced 
that the state is prepared to insure 
payments of the deposits of any bank 
that can pass the required examination, 
Thé conditions are expected to be so 
exacting that none but a prefectly 
solvent bank can obtain a state policy. 

Governor Crawford recognizes that 
there is weight in Judge Taft’s argu- 
ment that compulsory guaranty would 
be unfair to the_honest and strong 
bank, when the reckless or weak bank 
ig given equa) protection and thus 
made equally attractive to depositors. 

But it i in the practical administra- 
tion of the two methods tnat Governor 
Crawford and Governor-elect Vessey 
find the most {difference between the 
plang. Under a compulsory guaranty 
tach bank would be obliged to pass 
the examination or go out of business. 
This would subject the examiner to the 
alternative of recognizing a bank as 
entitled to a state guaranty, or of 
closing its doors. This, it is argued, 
would prove most embarrassing and 
could not be operated in justice both 
to the banks and to the state, for the 
reason that often banks arejnot exactly 
insolvent and they are in such a condi- 
tion that the state would be reluctant 
to assume responsibility to the deposi- 
tors, / 

In the case of inauiance of bank de- 
posite, however, the examiner could 
maintain a high standard, by rejecting 
peremptorily all applications for in- 
surance from banks not in ship-shape 
condition. Thus, it is argued, the sys- 
tem would have the effect not only of 
placing a premium upon good banking, 
but of encouraging all banks to better 
themselves,

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BLOW AT LABOR 


No court decision in recent years has 
aroused greater public interest or has 
been the occasion of more protests and 


-» denouncements than has the one recent- 


ly delivered by Judge Wright of the 
supreme court of the District of Uo- 
lumbia, sentencing the three leading 
officers of the Federation of Labor to 
jailon charges of contempt of court. 
The decision is looked upon by fair- 
minded people as the greatest blow 
which the courts have ever struck, not 
alone at labor but at freedom of speech 
and of the press as well and the more 
the people study it and its effects, the 
more heartily will it be resented. It 
sentences to prison three of the most 
honored and respected citizens of this 
commonwealth, who have been guilty of 
no wrong unless devoting one’s life and 
energies to the cause of the downtrod- 
den and oppressed may be considered a 
crime againstthe law. As td the men 
whom this decision attempts to brand 
as criminals, the country possesses few 
more able, honest and conscientious 
citizens than they, at least that is 
what their records as semi-public men 
has shown. Their characters are well 
illuvtrated in the words with which Mr. 
Gompers addressed the court, ‘when he 
was arraigned for sentence, words 
which were endorsed by each of his 
companions. Mr. Gumpers said: 

“T am{not conscious at any time dur- 
ing my Jife of, having violated any law 
of the country or ofthe state. it is 
not possible under the circumstances 
under which I am before your honor 
this morning, and after listening to the 
opinion you have rendered, to say that 
whieh I have in mind, bot, sir, I may 
be permitted to say this: That free- 
dom of speech and freedom of the press 
have not been granted to the people to 
say the things which please, but the 
right to say the things [that displease, 
even though they do a wrong. 

“This is a struggle cf the working 
people of our country and it is a strug- 
gie of the working people for right. 
The labor movement does not under- 
take to presume to be a higher tri- 
bunal than either the courts or the 
other branches of the government of 
our country. Itisa struggle of the 
ages—a struggle of the men of labor 
to throw off some of the burdens which 
have been heaped upon them: to abol- 
ish some of the wrongs and to secure 
some of the rigths too long denied, If 
men must suffer beenuse they dare to 
speak for the masses of the men of 

O4r country, ifa man must suffer be- 
cause they have raised him to meet 
the sordid greed—even to grind the 
children in the dust to get dollars— 
they must bear the consequences, 
**But I would not have you believe me 
a man of defiant character fin dispori- 
tion or conduet, But in the pursuit off 
honest eunvietion and the furtherance 
of the common interests of my fellow 
men, I shall not only have to, but be 
willing to submit to whatever your 
honor may impose."

OLD SCHOONER 
IS WRECKED 


San Buenaventura Reaches 
Port a Derelict, 






















Marshfield, Or., Dee. 26—Stripped 
of entirely all her rigging and masts 
the old two-masted schooner San Buena- 
ventura, is anchored in Coos Bay and 
will never again sail the seas. After 
active service for 40 years in the mer- 
chant marine of this const, the San 
Buenaventura met her;fate while at the 
very entrance of the harbor for which 
she was bound on her final trip. 

On December 20 the schooner left 

San Franciseo, where she is owned, in 
tow of the steam schooner Raymond, 
She was bound for Bandon at the 
mouth of the Coquille River. The 
steamer could not take her inside and 
she anchored off the bar, At 3 o'clock 
the follwing mornirig a strong wind 
came up, the boat broke from her 
moorings and was entirely dismantled 
by the wind. 1t was not so much the 
severety of the storm that caused the 
accident as it was the condition of the 
boat, She was vory uld and the maste 
were rotted and could not withstand

It is not likely that anything will be 
done with the hull, The boat was 
built at Fairhaven 40 years ago, and 
daring her service has visited most of 
the ports along this coast, she was old 
and not of grent value, probably being 
worth only a few thousand dollars, The 
wreek was so complete the hull wil 
not be worth repniring.

The January pilot chart for North 
Paeifie ocean issued by the hydrograp- 
hie department contains much informa- 
tion valuable to mariners. 

Regarding weather conditions dur- 
ing the coming month the chart says: 

Along the American coast, between 
50 degrees and 55 degrees north the 
prevailing winds are eouthwesterly. 
Between 45 degrees and 50 degrees the 
prevailing winds are southeasterly 
along the coast, becoming southwester- 
ly beyond 130 degrees west. Gales 
from the southern semicircles will be 
frequent between 125 degrees 130 de- 
grees north the winds range from 
southerly in the immediately vicinity 
of the coast to southwest to west be- 
tween 125 degrees-130 degrees west 





and to northwest between 180 degrees- 
135 degrees west. Gules (generally 
from the southwest) are Jess frequent 
than farther north. Between 35 de- 
grees-40 degrees north the winds are 
more variable with a tendeeny, now- 
ever to a northwesterly direction near 
the coast. Continuing southward slong 
the coast northwesterly winds may be- 
expected as far as Acapuleo, covering 
a belt extending 300 miles offshore. 
Between 15 degrees-10 degreess north, 
northerly winds will prevail near the 
coast, becoming northeasterly beyond 
95 degrees west. 

Typhoons during January and Febru- 
ary are infrequent. Those that do oc- 
eur originate in the vicinity of the 
Mariana or the Caroline islands. The

BALLOON 
REGULATIONS 


France Made First Laws Gov- 
erning Aerial Tratfic 


Ip 1871, when French balloons from 
beleaguered Paris were dropping on 
the “sacred soll” of Prussia, a royal 
Gecree declared them confiscate as con 
traband of war. And on the conclu 
sion of peace a measure was passed 
through the German reichstag which 
forbade under penalty of death any 
future similar aerial violation of Ger 
man territory during time of war. 

So long ago as 1830, again, balloon | 
ascents were made illegal in Turkey, | 
#o far as regards Constantinople and 
forty miles around, and in 1872 the pro- 
hibition was extended to Include the 
entire Turkish empire, To France, 
however, belongs the distinction of hay- 
ing made the first laws for the regula- 
tion af aerial traffic, In 1784 it was 
solemnly decreed that nobody should ) 
be permitted to go up in a balloon “or 
any other kind of aerostatic machine” | 
which was worked by burning spirits 
of wine or any other means of making 
a fire. 

Tater, in 1811, it was enacted in 
France that henceforth no balloon, 
whether free or captive, should be per- 
mitted to ascend with any species of 
furnace or stove, that no one should | 
be allowed to ascend in a balloon un- 
less he carried a parachute and that 
ascents were not to be begun later 
than one hour before sunset nor earlier 
than an hour after sunrise, Further- 
more, no ascents whatever were to be 
undertaken during the garnering of the 
harvest nor for. six weeks prior 
thereto, 
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The First New Woman. 

“We new women are really not so 
new as we think we are,” said one of 
them. “In the thirteenth century 
there were lots of us. Can anything

President Roosevelt bas chosen the 
following three men to go to Africa 
with him as companions and as col- 
lectors of material for the possible ad- 
vancing of scientific knowledge and 
for the enrichment of the collections 
of the National museum at Washing- 
ton: 

Edgar Alexander Mearns, major and 
surgeon United States army, author and 
an authority on zoology and botany. 

Edmund Helier, zoologist, formerly with 
the Field Columbian museum in Chicago, 
& member of Carl BH. Akeley’s exploring 
and shooting trip into Africa In 195. 

J. Alden Loring of Owego, N. Y., an au- 
thority on the smaller mammals and an 
expert collector, 

It has been finally determined that 
these three men, with the president 
and his son Kermit, shall form the At. | 
rican party, says a Washington spe- 
eial dispatch to the New York Post. 
They are, of course, to be accompanied 
by necessary guides and caravan men. 

It is Mr. Roosevelt's desire that the 
African expedition shall not be looked 
upon as one with sport as a main ob- 
ject. A limited number of specimens | 
of mammals and birds will be killed 
for the uses of the National museum. 
Other killing will be confined to the 
limits of the necessary food supply of 
the camp. 

Recently statements have been pub- 
lished to the effect that the game pre- | 
serves In Africa under the control of 
some of the foreign governments were 
to be opened to the president and his 
companions with permission to shoot 
at will, No advantage will be taken of 
these offers, Mr. Roosevelt havin 
made up bis mind to decline to do any 
shooting except in those places where 
the hunting ts open to all. | 

The feeling of the president on this 
matter of shooting on government pre 
serves is made known by one of his 
friends, who sald that Mr, Roosevelt 
told him that a person taking advan 
tage of permission to shoot on govern- 
ment reservations In Africa would be 
exactly In the position of an English- 
man or a Frenchman who came to 
America and was given permiasion by 
the government of the United States 
to shoot at will In the Yellowstone 
park. He added that such permission 
given by the American government 
would rightly arouse resentment 

There ts a feeling which Mr. Roose- } 
velt shares with other sportamen that 
the wild animals on reservations 
should be protected to the utmost and 
that in no circumstances should per- 
mission be given to kill them, except 
possibly when the predatory animals 
become too numerous for the safety of 
the deer and other practically defense- 
lens creatures.

would exclude from college all young 
men who are not in sympathy with its 
purpose or unwilling to devote them- 
selves to it.

This will be done in*order that the 
guaranty plan may not be embarrassed 
or hampered by some objectionable 
clause or provision relating to other 
bank legislation. 

The main purpose and intent of the 
Jaw is set out in the first two sections 
of the proposed bill, which set the 
time for the law to become operative 
and prescribe the manner of the oper- 

‘ ation of the law. These sections are 
as follows: 

“Section 1. Ninety days after the 
passage and approval of this act, the 
board of bank commissioners shall 
levy against the capital stock of each 
and every bank organized and existing 
under the lawa of his state, an assess- 
ment of 1 per cent of the bank’s aver- 
age deposits, which shall consist of 
individual deposits subject to check, 
time certificates, cashier’s checks 
outstanding, and in fact al] moneys 
deposited in each bank, less the depos- 
its of the state funds, properly secur- 
ed, forthe preceeding year, for the 
purpose of creating a depositors’ Jguar- 
anty fund. Said assessment shall be 
collected upon call of the board of bank 
commissioners. In one year from the 
time the first assessment is levied, 
and annually thereafter, each bank 
subject tothe provisionsZof this act 
shall report to the board of bank com- 
missioners the amount of is average 
daily deposits for the preceding year, 
and if said deposits are in excess of 
the amount upon which one per cent 
was previously paid, said report shall 
be accompanied by additional funds to 
equal 1 per cent of the said daily aver- 
age excess of deposits, less the deposit 


problem above the ultra practical 
plane, To those who are to bear the 
cost of education this attitude may 
seem reactionary, a harking back to 
days when education was fostered for 
its own sake and not for a direct prac- 
tical end.

Washington, Dec.; 28—It heeame 
known today that members of the sen- 
ate committee on interstate ecommerce, 
before whom Senator Fulton’s rate 
bill is pending, are very nervous about 
the threat of the Oregon Senator to 
compel them to take action. 

Several members have been frank 
enough to say they do not want to vote 
on this bill one way or the other. 
They are obligated to the railroads and 
therefore do not want to favor a_ bill 
which is opposed by the transportation 
companies. Yet, in view of the pres- 
ent state of [oublic sentiment, they are 
not anxious to vote against a bill that 
is generally demanded by the public. 

Mr. Fulton sayshe will give the 
committee until Wednesday, January 
6, to bring in a report of some sort on 
his bill, and, if a report is not made by 
that time, will call up his resolution 
discharging the committee from further 
consideration of the bill and will force 
the senate to vote. He will not drop 
hi» bill merely because it embarrasses 
certain senators who are afraid to vote 
either for their convictions or ac- 
cording to their ‘‘instructions.”’ He is 
going to get some definite and final 
action this session.

Vancouver, B. C., Dec, 28—The fish- 
eries committee of the Board of Trade 
is preparing at strong memorial asking 
the Dominion government to define the 
sovereign rights of Canada in the 
North Pacific, owing to the alleged 
poaching of American halibut fishing 
boats in Canadian waters. It expresses 
the opinion that,waters between Queen 
Charlotte islands and the mainland 
ranging from Dixon; entrance in the 
north to the Heeate’straits are wholly 
within the jursidiction of the Domin- 
jon.

Nearly a year ago, Governor Mead 
_ of Washington appointed a commission 
hy to make Investigations and recommer 
nwa for the conservation of the fish 
and game resources of that state, The 
comminsion mot at Seattle on Novem- 
ber 11, when subcommittees for the Co- 
bla river and Puget Sound districts 
re appointed, At an adjourned meet- 
ing on December 19, the commisal: 
adopted a majority report reco 
ing that the laws relating to 
sound be not changed and that f 
Columbia river bar fishing be 1 
and a weekly closed season be provided, 
but said nothing about prohibiting any 
class of gear, The commission also 
voted not to receive any minority re- 
port. Accordingly, some of the mem- 
bers of the subcommittees who did not 
agree with the majority report, have 
prepared a minority report, which has 
been forwarded direct to the governor 
That report is as follows: 

Hon. Albert BE. Mead, Governor of 
the State of Washington, Olympia. 

Dear Sir:—The undersigned, appoint 
‘Yon members of a commission 
pvestigate the game and fishery 
rosources of our state and make a re- 
port to you as téimeeded legislation to 
preserve such resources, hereby make 
the following minority report, submit- 
ting suchyxepork, dlirectly to you, be- 
cause at. the Tneeting held at Seattle 
on the 12th. inst. by the entire com- 
mission, the charrman ruled, and was 
sustained by the majority members of 
the commission, that no minority re- 
port could be submitted through the 
secretary of the commission. 

This unusual course was evidently 
adopted by a majority because the 
majority of that commission are man- 
agers of incorporations engaged in the 
fishing industry, who evidently take 
the view as expressed in their major-

Both of these animals are carefully 
groomed before milking, thelr tall« are 
partially shaved and the remainder 
done up in the semblance of a mar 
cello wave—all this to ptevent germs 
from entering the pails, which, by the 
‘way, are not the large, old fashioned 
variety, but small topped affairs that 
no dirt can enter, The floor of the 
barn ts cement, with proper drains, 
while the place ts ventilated with cold 
air drafts that would do credit to a 
well regulated flat.

Aa to salmon protective legislation: 

On the Columbia River, where the 
states of Oregon and Washington 
divide authority in preservation of the 
salmon, we wish to say that for 
twenty years the struggle has been to 
stop salmon fishing in the narrows of 
the Columbia River, that is, at the 
head of tide, and thus apply to the Co- 
lumbia the same regulations effective- 
ly applied in other salmon streams for 
the proteetion of our “salmon. It has 
been again and again absolutely proven 
by investigators and by facts demon- 
strated in every salmon stream, that 
unless commercial fishing for salmon 
was stopped where the rivera get so 
narrow that the fishing appliances lo- 
cated in these narrows could secure 
nearly every salmon reaching these 
narrows in their passage to the hatch- 
eries and spawning grounds, other 
regulations in the broad, lower part of 
our rivers were useless for salmon pro- 
teetion and simply furnish more sal- 
mon to the fishing appliances in the 
narrows of eur rivers.

There are hospital 
tents and the most approved beds, 
portion of which can be placed outside 
the house window; also complete mod- 
els of great tuberculosis camps through- 
out the country. In the New York 
state exhibit Is a most interesting col- 
lection of statistics showing the spread 
of the disease and Its cost to the state 
of $63,000,000 annually. 

One of the attractive features is a 
model of the children's school farm, 
which is to be Inaugurated in De Witt 
Clinton park, New York. The model, 
covering an oblong table, shows a 
farmhouse, a yard, barns and a field 
with tiny models of children at work. 

Another exhibit which will attract 
much attention ts the sleeping en- 
velope or blanket for out of door use. 
This envelope covers the sleeper from 
head to feet. Even the head 19 coy 
ered, leaving only the face exposed.

It is not only useless, but harmful to 
the industry, because in the Columbia 
River from the Sandy River and down, 
are engaged in the catching of salmon, 
about 6000 gill-net fishermen and 
about 1000 men in trap and seine fish- 
ing. Fish caught in the lower river is 
prime fish and a credit to the Columbia 
River. From the Sandy River and up 
fishing is carried on almost exclusively 
by fish-wheels operated by the current 
of the river. The fish-wheels pump the 
salmon out of the river and every 
twetny-four hours or so, a cheaply paid 
laborer comes along and takes the fish 
out of the boxes. We believe that not 
more than fifty men are empolyed from 
the Sandy River and up in the catching 
of the Columbia River salmon, Sal- 


ting a

mon caught in the upper river are, as a 
rule, poor salmon, having been in fresh 
water for thirty days and more, and 
salmon remaining such time in fresh 
water deteriorate in size and quality. 
Thus the salmon caught in the fish- 
wheel have a tendency to injure the 
reputation of our Columbia River sal- 
mon, 

We therefore urge upon you that you 
recommend to the Washington legisla- 
ture the adoption of the Oregon law 
stopping commercial salmon fishing 
from the Sandy River andup. Such 
Washington coneurrence_with our Ore- 
gon law wlil prevent the common prac- 
tice of throwing our salmon protective 
laws on the Columbia into the federa- 
tion courts and getting such courts, 
upon the plea of interested parties, to 
suspend our protective laws. With sal- 
mon fishing in the Columbja stopped 
at the head of tide the way is cleared 
for protective measures in the Lower 
Columbia, if the trick bill passed last 
June, practically stopping salmon fish- 
ing in the Columbia River from the 
Sandy River down, be repealed. Then 
the weekly Sunday closing law would 
be a_ benefit. 

We also urge you to recommend that 
on the Columbia no fishing appliances 
be permitted to use a smaller mesh 
than seven (7) inches stretch measure. 
Fish traps and seins at present catch 
salmon as small as two pounds. ‘The 


4! Chinook salmon should be permitted to 


grow to twenty pounds and more. With 
nothing Jess than seven inch mesh 
operated in Columbia River fishing ap- 
pliances, the small saimon will have a 
chance to become large salmon. 

For fuller explanation of the views 
hereinbefore expressed about needed 
salmon protection in the Columbia, we 
here file letter submitted by Mr. Franz 
Kankkonnen, manager of the Union 
Fishermen's Co-operative Packing 
Company, to the sub-committee of 
the Columbia River Commission. This 





cannery gives employment to 700 gill- 
not fishermen, The majority of these 
men have fished on the Columbia for

Regarding needed regulations for 
the salmon of Puget Sound, we ask you 
to recommend that during the weekly 
86 hour closing season fish traps should, 
in addition to closing the mouth of the 
outalde heart, have an opening in the 
lead next to such closed heart, extend- 
ing twenty feet in width and extending 
down to low-water mark. Under our 
present law fish-traps are permitted to 
extend between our islands and for our 
mainland shores 2600 feet. Unleas an 
opening is provided in the lead of fish 
traps, as there suggested, the fish-trapse 
daring our weekly closing season will 
either openly violate the law or retain

A tranefer of the fight the proposed 
increase jin transcontinental freight 
rates from the jobbers and shippers as 
sociations to the producers and con- 
sumera may be made, California job- 
bers are shifting the responsibility and 
there is a strong probability that if 
anything is done in the northwest the 
initiative will have to be taken by 
some producers’ organization. 

While California is apparently 
greatly agitted over the inereased/rutes 
there is a great deal of apathy in the 
northwest and the jobbers are inclined 
to accept the advance in rates with

PROCLAMATION, 


Whereas, at the general election held 
in the City of Astoria on Wednesday 
the 9th day of December, 1908, A. D., 
the following deseribed three several 
different amendments to the Charter of

Under the law as it 
exists private banks are not allowed to 
advanee money on bills of lading. That 
form of business transaction is allowed 
and practiced by the national banks, 
and the advocate of the proposed 
amendment insist that state banks 
should enjoy the same privilege, as a 
matter of general convenience in the 
business world, It is further urged 
that under the restriction imposed on 
the state banks, the patrons of those 
banks are obliged to transfer a part of

Yor example, there is the case of an 

welish painter who depicted an elab- 
orate rainbow. Unfortunately be 
painted it wrong alde out But we 
forget amazement at such stupidity in 
admiration for the artist's magnificent 
audacity when we learn that he 
charged £20 additional for repainting 
the rainbow colored in accordance 
with nature's arrangement. 

Painters are very prone to distress 
the astronomers by their reckless 
pranks with the heavenly bodies, par- 
ticularly with the moon. One artist 
presented a scene in which was a, 
crescent moon low in the eastern sky 
directly opposite a setting sun. More- 
over, this genlus disdained the criti- 
cisms of the learned. He insisted that 
this arrangement was necessary for 
the composition, Inasmuch as the rest 
of the picture would be destroyed by 
a full moon—the only one possible in 
such a situation, 

Other artists have trifled with the 
moon by turning its convexity away 
from the sun, which 1s, of course, im- 
possible in nature, In one picture the 
moon was placed near the constella- 
tion of the Great Bear, though as a 
matter of fact the satellite never ven- 
tures into this part of the heavens, 
There are, too, oft recurring errors 
made in the bulk of the orb. An 
American astronomer amused himself 
by measuring the moons {n a number 
of paintings. He established the fact 
that by reckoning from the satellite's 
size the average height of the bills in 
these landscapes was forty-three 
miles. One of the mountains, indeed, 
had the stupendons altitude of a hun- 
dred iniles, 

Artists of old time were often out- 
rageously wrong, sometimes necessart- 
ly by reason of the limitations imposed 
by the Ignorance of the perlod. A 
Dutch artist painted the garden of 
Eden with well clipped borders and 
yew trees trimmed into fantastic 
shapes. He wrought fn all Innocence, 
for of such sort were the only gardens 
of his experience. But the excuse 
does not apply to a Dutch painting of 
1704. This showed Abraham about to 
slaughter Isaac by means of a blunder- 
buss—the product of an age 3,000 
years after the time of the patriarchs! 

Yet this mistake occurs again and 
again. There have been elaborate 
paintings of the children of Israel 
crossing the Red sea with muskets on 
their. shoulders, A beautiful tvory 
tankard, an Augsburg carving of the 
early seventeenth century, was sold 
for a high price in London not long 
ago, The design, which fs exquisite 
in workmanship, shows the good Sa- 
maritan, with his attendants, in the 
Jericho road. One of the servants 
carries a gun! 

Many a child as well as some older 
persons has puzzled over that “beam” 
in the eye »f which the New Testa- 
ment speaks. It fs not always under- 
stood that this means a beam of light. 
But {t was left to Solomon Bernard, 
in his woodcuts illustrating the Bible, 
published at Lyons in 1553, to picture 
this beam as one of wood, rectangular 
in section and several feet in length! 

The matter of costumes offers vast 
opportunity for flaws, which the paint- 
ers have not failed to sewe. In the 
national gallery at Bdinburgh Pha- 
raoh's daughter and her accompanying 
women are exhibited garbed in the 
long walsted bodices and hooped 
skirts of Europe in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. The aational collection In Lon- 
don has a picture of Joseph and his 
kindred in Egypt, where the buildings 
shown are pot at all Egyptian in thelr 
style of architecture, but distinctly 
Italian. In the same gallery Paolo 
Veronese’s “The Family of Darius at 
the Feet of Alexander After the Battle 
of Issus” displays the women of the 
group in the pointed waists and inflat- 
ed skirts tha¢ made the familiar dress 
of Venetian women in the painter's 
time,
